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Births,.  TWo  hundred  and  fifty-nine  live  births  occurred  in  the  County, 
505  births  were  transferred  in  and  2 transferred  out,  making  a total  of  762 
children  born  to  mothers  resident  in  the  area.  Three  hundred  and  seventy- two 
of  the  babies  were  males  and  390  females. 

The  resultant  birth  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  was  19.3  as 
compared  with  16. 5 for  1955. 

Still  Births.  Five  still  births  occurred  in  the  County.  Three  were 
due  to  premature  labour,  and  the  other  two  were  malpre sent at ions  occurring, 
one  in  a fifth  pregnancy  and  one  in  a sixth  pregnancy.  Nine  still  births  were 
transferred  in. 

Still  births  occurring  in  hospital  accounted  for  all  of  these  inward 
transfers.  Three  of  the  mothers  had  arranged  to  be  confined  at  home  but  were 
admitted  to  hospital  as  emergencies.  Four  of  the  still  births  were  premature 

deliveries . 

Causes  of  still  birth  in  hospital  are  given  as  follows :-

Maternal  Mortality.  Two  maternal  deaths  occurred.  In  each  case  the 
pregnancy  did  not  proceed  to  term.  One  patient  died  in  hospital  while  under 
treatment  for  anaemia  and  cardiac  failure,  having  been  admitted  immediately 
on  her  first  attendance  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  during  her  twenty-second 
week  of  pregnancy.  The  other  patient  died  three  weeks  after  a miscarriage, 
the  cause  of  death  being  given  as  coronary  artery  occlusion:  myocardial 

infarction:  puerperal  sepsis. 


Infantile  Mortality.  Twenty-seven  children  died  before  reaching  one 
year  of  age,  including  17  dying  under  4 weeks.  Comparable  figures  are:-

occurred  in  children  of  6 months  or  under,  and  causes  included  4 respiratory 
infections,  1 meningitis  and  1 ileo-colitis . One  child  was  considered  to  have 
died  of  aspiration  pneumonia,  1 from  suffocation  due  to  bedclothes  and  2 from 
asphyxia  from  vomit.  While  there  was  no  suggestion  of  parental  neglect  of  any 
of  the  last  4 children,  these  were  all  distressing  cases.  It  cannot  be  too 
strongly  emphasised  that  no  child  should  be  left  alone  to  take  his  bottle  in 
cot  or  pram,  and  that  every  care  should  be  taken  to  lay  a child  on  his  side 
after  feeding  and  ensuring  that  his  "wind  has  been  broken" . 

Turning  to  the  younger  babies,  17  children  died  during  the  first  month  of 
life,  3 fewer  than  in  1955,  though  the  peri-natal  death  rate  remains  the  same 
owing  to  the  increased  number  of  still  births.  Of  these  17,  9 died  during  the 
first  day  of  life,  5 being  premature  and  of  average  weight  of  2f  lbs.,  3 others 
showing  congenital  abnormalities,  and  1 suffering  from  cerebral  haemorrhage. 

Three  premature  children  survived  for  one  day  only,  and  a child  with  congenital 
abnormalities  died  aged  5 days.  One  child,  who  had  weighed  only  4§  lbs.  at 
his  birth,  died  on  the  10th  day  of  life  suffering  from  pneumonia. 

Much  work  is  going  on  throughout  the  country  on  the  problem  of  prematurity, 
and  it  has  been  shown  that  the  neo-natal  death  rate  in  premature  babies  is  nearly 
25  times  as  high  as  those  born  at  the  full  term,  and  that  the  still  birth  rate 
among  premature  babies  is  close  on  17  times  as  high  as  among  full-term  infants. 
Many  of  the  extremely  premature  babies  born  after  a pregnancy  of  such  short 
duration  would  be  classified  as  abortions  were  it  not  that  the  babies  existed 
apart  from  the  mothers  for  a few  minutes  or  even  hours.  It  is  impossible  to 
estimate  a "miscarriage  rate"  but  the  problems  of  abortion,  prematurity,  still- 
births and  neo-natal  deaths  are  indivisible  and  call  for  the  intelligent 
co-operation  of  the  mother  and  husband  in  the  ante-natal  period  as  well  as 
for  the  expert  knowledge  and  care  of  the  obstetrician.  We  are  fortunate  in 
this  district  in  that  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  for  any  mother 
requiring  ante-natal  supervision  or  hospital  confinement,  and  that  under 
Dr.  Greig,  Consultant  Obstetrician,  the  "Flying  Squad"  is  immediately  available 
for  obstetric  emergencies  at  home. 

Marriages . The  marriages  numbered  309,  eouivalent  to  a rate  of  7.8  per 
thousand  estimated  population. 

Deaths . Deaths  from  all  causes  corrected  for  transfers  numbered  425, 
giving  a death  rate  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  11.5  per  thousand 
estimated  population. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  continued  to  bo  the  chief  cause 
of  death  and  were  responsible  for  30  per  cent  of  total  deaths.  Cancer  and 
Cerebral  Vascular  Disease  were  the  next  most  important  causes,  being  responsible 
for  15.7  per  cent  and  15.2  per  cent  respectively  of  the  total  deaths. 

Respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  8.4  per  cent  of  the  total.  Accidents  in 
the  home  accounted  for  4 per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  and  road  accidents 
1.2  per  cent.

A . Local  Health  Authority  Functions . 

1 • Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

(a)  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers . 

Ante-natal  clinics  continued  to  be  held  twice  weekly  under  the  Hospital 
Board,  but  the  new  accommodation  at  the  Hospital  is  still  not  available,  and 
it  is  not  yet  possible  to  hold  mothercraft  classes.  All  patients  booked  for 
hospital  confinement  attend  these  clinics  and  are  visited  at  home  by  the  Health 

Visitors.

There  continues  to  be  a rising  demand  for  treatment  under  this  Service. 
Eighty-one  mothers  were  inspected  and  received  treatment  during  the  year,  this 
number  being  an  increase  of  twenty  over  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  pre-school  children  increased  by  thirty-five  making  a 
total  of  ninety-five  inspected.  One  child  did  not  recuire  treatment.  It  is 
notable,  and  regrettable,  that  the  large  majority  of  these  young  children  are 
brought  to  the  clinic  mainly  for  the  relief  of  pain. 

Details  of  treatment  are  given  in  Appendix  No.  3» 

2.  Midwifery. 

A great  majority  of  domiciliary  midwifery  in  the  area  is  carried  out 
by  District  Nurse/1  lidwives  employed  by  the  Local  Authority.  There  is  no 
midwife  resident  in  the  area  in  regular  practice  not  so  employed.  All  midwives 
employed  by  the  Local  Authority  have  been  trained  in  the  use  of  pethidine, 
gas  and  air,  and  trilene,  and  seven  sets  of  trilene  apparatus  are  now  available 
and  were  brought  into  use  throughout  the  year  as  the  midwives  completed  their 
training . 

Trilene  was  given  to  51  mothers  and  gas-and-air  to  64. 

Work  done  by  County  Midwives.  All  cases  were  dealt  with  under  Section 
23  (2)  of  the  National  Health  Service  (Scotland)  Act,  1946.

Health  Visiting. 


In  common  with  other  districts,  the  shortage  of  Health  Visitors  continues 
to  be  acute. 

While  a standard  number  of  regular  visits  has  been  laid  down  as  desirable, 
it  is  far  from  possible  for  any  Health  Visitor  to  carry  this  out  for  every 
family  in  her  district,  and  it  is  necessary  for  each  Health  Visitor  to 
apportion  her  visiting  time  as  seems  most  expedient. 

The  small  area  covered  by  the  County  and  the  relative  compactness  of  the 
population  make  it  possible  for  there  to  be  personal  contact  between  individual 
Health  Visitors  and  Children's  Officer,  as  well  as  the  more  formal  contact 
through  County  Nursing  Superintendent  and  Medical  Officer.  The  co-operation 
thus  achieved  is  advantageous  both  in  the  supervision  of  the  recognised 
"problem  family"  and  also  in  the  recognition  of  early  difficulties  and 
provision  of  advice  and  help. 

4,  Home  Nursing. 

The  provision  of  a car  for  the  relief  District  Nurse/tiidwife  has  been  of 
immense  benefit.  This  nurse,  based  in  the  Alloa  Home,  can  now  carry  out  work 
throughout  the  County  and  assist  in  more  than  one  district  on  the  same  day. 

The  flexibility  of  this  arrangement  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  the 
Nursing  Superintendent  and  a very  definite  Improvement  to  the  County  Nursing 
Service.  In  addition,  a not  unimportant  consideration  is  that  the  post  of 
Relief  Nurse  has  become  a much  more  acceptable  appointment  than  formerly. 

This  is  an  Important  consideration  at  this  time  when  there  is  a general 
shortage  of  nurses.

6.  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

All  parents  on  registration  of  a baby's  birth  receive  a leaflet  urging 
Smallpox  Vaccination.  This  is  followed  up  by  propaganda  from  District  Midwives 
and  health  Visitors.  Posters  are  displayed  at  clinics  and  elsewhere. 

Vaccination  is  carried  out  at  all  Child  welfare  Clinics.  Figures  of  these 
vaccinations  and  of  those  performed  by  General  Practitioners  are  given  in 
appendix  No. 5. 

Propaganda  for  immunisation  is  mainly  effected  by  means  of  verbal  advice 
from  Health  Visitors  and  Medical  Officers,  Posters  and  Leaflets.  Triple 
Vaccine  (diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus)  is  available  at  all  Child 
Jelfare  Clinics.  Immunisation  figures  (see  Appendix  No. 6)  show  that  too  small 
a proportion  of  children  under  1 year  are  protected.  Many  parents  still  delay 
until  the  children  are  of  an  older  age.  The  absence  of  diphtheria  compared  with 
pre-immunisation  years  has  resulted  in  many  parents  being  quite  unaware  of  the 
danger  of  the  disease.  It  was  hoped  that  a minor  epidemic  of  whooping  cough 
last  winter  would  lead  to  protection  being  sought  for  more  children,  but  results 
are  still  disappointing.  Whooping  Cough  is  a severe  infection  in  the  young 
child,  and  immunisation  should  be  carried  out  in  the  first  few  months  of  life. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  was  made  available  for  children  born  within  the  years 
1947  to  1954  inclusive. 

Three  thousand,  two  hundred  and  seventy-two  children  were  registered  for 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  in  the  initial  period  in  the  early  months  of 
1956.  Of  these,  2,628  were  of  school  age  (i.e.  88%  of  registrable  children)  and 
644  were  of  pre-school  age  (i.e.  21%  of  registrable  children).  Vaccination  is 
being  carried  out  as  and  when  vaccine  becomes  available.  Very  few  reactions  of 
any  kind  have  been  observed  in  any  of  these  children  and  none  were  of  a serious 
nature . 

Further  registrations  are  taking  place  and  there  is  a large  number  of 
children  now  awaiting  vaccination. 

7 • Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care. 

Tuberculosis . 

There  were  35  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  a decrease  of  16  from 
the  previous  year.  Nineteen  of  the  new  cases  were  male  and  16  female.  The

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disease  followed  the  same  pattern  with  regard  to  age  incidence  as  in  recent 
years.  With  females,  young  women  in  the  age  group  15  to  25  years  are  mainly 
affected,  the  number  of  cases  becoming  markedly  less  in  the  older  female  age 
groups.  With  males,  the  age  incidence  is  quite  different,  all  adult  age  groups 
from  25  years  upwards  being  fairly  evenly  affected.  See  graph:

The  disease  tends  to  be  of  a different  nature  in  the  sexes,  being  of  a more 
acute  type  in  young  women  and  usually  very  responsive  to  treatment.  In  men  the 
disease  tends  to  be  of  a more  chronic  nature  and  correspondingly  more  slow  in 
responding  to  anti-biotic  treatment  and  with  a rather  greater  tendency  to  relapse. 

The  improved  general  situation  regarding  tuberculosis,  i.e.  fewer  cases 
together  with  an  increased  proportion  of  home  treatment  and  clinic  supervision, 
has  meant  a considerable  lessening  in  demand  for  hospital  beds,  and  new  cases 
requiring  hospital  treatment  need  to  wait  no  more  than  a few  days  for  admission. 
This  improving  trend  does  not  indicate  a relaxation  in  effort,  but  rather  the 
reverse.  Full-scale  application  of  methods  of  prevention  and  treatment  will  be 
required  for  many  years  before  the  final  defeat  of  tuberculosis  can  be  proclaimed.

Provisional  Notifications. 

There  were  324  known  cases  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the  year  compared  with 
298  on  1st  January, 

Two/ 
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Two  children  were  confirmed  to  be  suffering  from  active  primary- 
tuberculosis  and  both  required  treatment  in  hospital  and  are  included  in 
the  35  confirmed  cases  of  pulmonary-  tuberculosis . There  were  2 deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  annual  incidence  of  new  cases  and  deaths  is  illustrated  below: - 


Two  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  2 were 
confirmed.  Both  cases  were  tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints. 

There  were  37  cases  in  the  County  known  to  be  suffering  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  conpared  with  36  on  1st  January. 

Under  the  Schemes  for  the  Care  and  After  Care  of  Tuberculous  Persons, 
free  .milk  was  granted  to  14  tuberculosis  patients  for  varying  periods  and 
vitamin  food  supplements  were  prescribed  for  most  cases.  A number  of 
children  from  tuberculosis  families  were  provided  with  free  school  meals. 
Sputum  bottles,  disinfectants  and  home  nursing  aids  were  also  provided 
where  required.  Under  the  Housing  Points  Scheme  of  the  various  Housing 
Authorities,  priority  was  obtained  for  patients  in  need  of  re-housing. 

There  were  941  attendances  at  the  Alloa  Chest  Clinic  and  1,3d  routine 
home  visits  were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  nurse. 

Miniature  X-rays. 

(a)  Odelca  Camera 

The  Odelca  Camera  in  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary  was  used  throughout  the 
year  for  the  x-ray  of  contacts,  school  leavers,  teaching  and  Health 
department  Staff  and  in  addition,  the  services  of  a mobile  Mass  4-ray  Unit 
from  the  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  were  obtained  for  a period  of 
four  weeks.

(b)  Mass  X-ray  Survey 

The  Mass  X-ray  Unit  visited  the  County  from  17th  August  to  18th  . „„ 
September  and  a programme  of  sessions  for  industrial  appointments, 
together  with  sessions  for  the  public,  was  carried  out  in  Alloa,  Sauchie, 
Menstrie,  Alva,  Dollar  and  Tillicoultry. 

A total  of  7,448  persons  were  examined  and  the  incidence  per  1,000 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  shown  in  the  Table  below  in  comparison 
with  the  findings  of  previous  surveys  and  with  the  total  figures  of  the 
Mass  X-ray  Service  (Western  Region)  for  1955*

It  is  noticeable  that  the  figures  of  incidence  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  for  this  County  are  considerably  below  those  of  the 
Western  Region  as  a whole. 

Since  1951  a total  of  26,431  miniature  x-rays  have  been  carried 
out  by  the  mobile  unit  and  a further  2,919  have  been  carried  out  at  the 
Odelca  Unit  in  Stirling,  total  miniatures  numbering  29,350,  that  is  one 
per  head  of  population  over  15  years.  It  is  well  known,  however,  that 
many  people  have  taken  advantage  of  the  services  of  the  Unit  on  each 
occasion/ 
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occasion  during  its  presence  in  the  County.  Conversely  a not  inconsiderable 
proportion  of  people,  for  whatever  reason,  be  it  apathy  or  fear,  have  never 
even  once  taken  the  opportunity  to  have  a chest  x-ray.  It  is  probable  that 
in  this  section  of  the  population  the  incidence  of  unknown  tuberculosis 
will  be  even  higher  than  that  found  in  the  population  who  have  voluntarily 
submitted  themselves  for  x-ray. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  ho w this  group  can  be  persuaded  by  voluntary 
methods  to  be  x-rayed  without  undue  waste  of  time  and  expense,  but  it  is 
quite  certain  that  until  this  can  be  done,  progress  towards  the  elimination 
of  tuberculosis  must  remain  unduly  slow.

One  hundred  and  fifteen  home  visits  were  made  by  the  doctors  and 
nursing  staff  of  the  Health  Department  in  respect  of  B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

Chiropody . 

Two  more  Chiropody  Clinics  were  opened  during  the  year  for  aged 
persons,  namely  Alva  and  Sauchie.  These  Clinics  are  run  by  voluntary 
organisations  with  some  assistance  from  the  Town  and  County  Councils. 

The  Alva  Clinic  is  held  on  a weekly  basis  in  the  Red  Cross  Hut;  the 
Sauchie  Clinic,  with  the  co-operation  of  Alloa  Old  Peoples  Welfare 
Committee  is  held  weekly  in  Millgrove  House,  Alloa.  Only  two  areas  of 
the  County,  Menstrie  and  Clackmannan,  now  remain  without  a Chiropody 
Service  for  aged  persons. 

Prevention  of  Home  Accidents/ 
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Prevention  of  Home  Accidents. 

In  conformity  with  the  recent  increased  interest  in  the  importance  of 
home  accidents  as  a major  cause  of  illness,  a Special  Committee  was  formed 
by  the  County  Council,  with  co-operation  of  members  from  various  voluntary 
bodies,  to  undertake  a special  programme  of  education  of  the  public  in  the 
prevention  of  home  accidents.  An  intensive  programme  of  films  and  talks 
was  arranged  during  the  winter  months  for  many  organisations  in  the  County. 
Films  were  supplied  through  the  Health  Department  and  the  Scottish  Council 
for  Health  Education  and  a panel  of  speakers  gave  voluntarily  of  their 
services.  Nearly  all  areas  of  the  County  were  covered  and,  without  doubt, 
considerable  interest  in  the  subject  must  have  been  created.  This  type  of 
programme  is  of  value  in  stimulating  public  interest  and  is  a helpful 
addition  to  the  daily  work  of  Health  Visitors  in  the  homes  of  the  people. 

Health  Education. 

As  has  become  a routine  practice,  a week’s  programme  of  talks  on 
health  subjects  was  held  in  the  month  of  June  with  the  aid  of  a medical 
lecturer  from  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education.  Ten  schools  were 
visited  and  one  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  Sauchie  Residential  Centre  for 
trainee  miners.  In  the  winter  months  talks  and  film  shows  were  given  on 
request  by  individual  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  to 
various  organisations. 

8 . Control  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  numbered  142  compared  with  150 
last  year.  Notifications  of  Pneumonia  and  Dysentery  were  each  26  fewer 
than  last  year  and  Whooping  Cough  increased  by  46. 

The  notifications  were  as  follows:-  Pneumonia,  69;  Whooping  Cough,  52; 
Dysentery,  5;  Scarlet  Fever,  4;  Erysipelas,  3;  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  4; 
Puerperal  Pyrexia,  1;  Food  Poisoning,  4. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

There  were  215  admissions  to  the  Hospital  compared  with  260  last  year. 

Again  the  largest  group  of  admissions  consisted  of  respiratory 
infections.  Pneumonia,  66;  bronchitis,  17;  influenza,  5;  croup,  9; 
pleurisy,  2. 

Alimentary  infections  numbered  59,  most  of  these  being  very  mild  in 
nature.  In  26  cases  the  Sonne  dysentery  bacillus  was  isolated,  in  15  others 
no  pathogenic  organisms.  Fifteen  cases  were  classified  as  gastro-enteritis 
in  infants  and  young  children  in  whom  no  specific  organisms  were  isolated. 
There  were  3 cases  of  food  poisoning  due  to  Salmonella  Typhi -murium . 

Other  infections  were  as  follows:-  Tonsillitis,  6;  Chicken-pox,  3; 
Scarlet  Fever,  3;  Whooping  Cough,  1;  Erysipelas,  1;  Measles,  2;  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  5;  Tuberculous  Meningitis,  1;  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  4; 
Puerperal  Sepsis,  1.  Four  cases  were  old  persons  admitted  for  welfare 
reasons.  Among  the  25  other  admissions  there  was  1 case  of  Lung  Cancer, 

3 Cardiac  cases  and  2 Synovitis  of  Hip. 

Ten  deaths  occurred  in  Hospital,  7 being  old  persons  with  pneumonia  - 

4 over  seventy  years  of  age  and  3 over  eighty  years  of  age.  The  3 other 
deaths  were  in  infants  - 1 age  6 months  with  Meningitis,  1 age  6 months 
with  Acute  Laryngo-Tracheo-Bronchitis  and  1 age  1 year  5 months  with  Oedema 
of  Glottis. 

Thirty-four  of  all  cases  admitted  were  from  the  Glasgow  Area.

9 . Mental  Health  Service. 

Ten  persons,  4 males  and  6 females  were  certified  and  admitted  to 
Bellsdyke  Mental  Hospital  under  the  Lunacy  Act.  Twenty-four  other  patients 
were  admitted  to  the  Mental  Hospital  on  a voluntary  basis  compared  with 
22  for  1955*  This  follows  the  present  trend  of  an  increasing  number  of 
admissions  to  mental  hospitals  being  on  a voluntary  basis.  Two  mental 
defectives  were  certified  for  admission  to  Institutions.  In  the  care  and 
after  care  of  mental  patients  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  attached  to 
La.rbert  Mental  Hospital  paid  visits  to  25  patients  in  Clackmannanshire. 

There  are  3 boarded  out  mental  defectives  from  this  area  and  2 boarded 
out  lunatics.  There  are  no  occupation  centres  in  the  County,

There  is  no  residential  nursery  in  the  district.  Seven  children  were 
admitted  for  a total  of  165  nights  as  an  emergency  measure  to  the  Day 
Nursery.

General  Welfare 

It  is  unfortunately  true  to  report  that  many  of  the  cases  seeking  advice  are 
gnorant  or  confused  of  the  benefits  available  under  the  Assistance  and  Health  Acts. 

0 overcome  this  lack  of  knowledge,  the  publication  of  a national  pamphlet  detailing 
he  benefits  and  services  available  for  aged  persons  would  be  of  great  help, 
istribution  of  this  pamphlet  could  possibly  be  arranged  with  co-operation  from  the 
inistry  of  National  Insurance  by  issuing  one  to  each  new  pensioner.  For  persons 
reviously  retired,  similar  information  could  be  published  in  the  Local  Press. 

Full  co-operation  with  the  local  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National 
nsurance,  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  and  National  Assistance  Board,  has 

een  maintained. 

Although  there  has  been  no  expansion  of  the  services  provided  by  voluntary 
uganisations,  their  interest  in  the  aged  has  been  maintained  as  in  previous  years. 

Chiropody  Services  which  aid  the  mobility  of  many  elderly  persons  are  now  available 
n all  but  two  of  the  communities  in  the  County. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  one  Authority  have,  as  part  of  their  housing 
milding  programme,  almost  completed  the  first  of  their  "Ideal  Homes"  for  old  people, 
’hese  houses  are  fitted  with  gadgets  which  add  to  the  comfort  and  lessen  the  risk  of 
.ccidents  to  which  elderly  people  are  prone.  These  admirable  features  might  be 
irofitably  copied  by  other  Authorities. 

Accommodation 

The  problem  of  finding  accommodation  for  aged  and  those  not  too  fit,  has  become 
Lcute.  The  County  Council  have  approved,  and  are  taking  steps  to  acquire  a site  for 

1 home  within  the  County  area,  but  this  is  not  likely  to  be  available  for  some 
lonsiderable  time,  and  the  immediate  problem  is  very  difficult.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Jouncil  will  look  upon  this  as  an  urgent  matter. 

The  lack  of  accommodation  has  been  further  aggravated  by  the  closing  of  Orchard 
iouse,  Stirling,  for  admissions,  during  alterations. 

Although  there  is  a decrease  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  one,  in  the  number  of 
nersons  being  provided  with  accommodation,  the  amount  in  terms  of  days  has  increased 

ny  almost  25$. 

The  waiting  list  for  accommodation  at  31.12.56  was  6 males,  3 of  whom  have  since 
3een  suitably  placed.

The  number  of  registered  blind  persons  continues  to  increase  yearly,  and  as  in 
’evious  years,  the  majority  of  these  new  cases  are  in  the  upper  age  group. 

The  main  source  of  notification  has  been  through  the  District  Officers  of  the 
tional  Assistance  Board,  and  their  prompt  action  in  notifying  suspected  cashes  of 
indness,  is  to  be  commended. 

Stocks  of  embossed  books  owned  by  the  County  Library,  but  little  used,  were  gifted 
P the  National  Library  for  the  Blind,  London,  in  order  to  make  room  for  a wider 
lection  of  titles  obtainable  on  loan  from  the  National  Library.  Magazines  and 
"riodicals  are  circulated  to  all  readers. 

4 weekly  braille  reading  lesson  was  given  to  a blind  man  over  the  last  two  months 

: "the  year. 
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All  blind  persons  in  this  area  have  now  a wireless  set,  the  bulk  of  which  were 
provided  by  The  British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund.  Nineteen  wireless  sets, 
seventy-nine  batteries  and  twenty-five  certificates  for  free  license  were  issued. 

The  young  nan  who  is  being  trained  in  wire  work  at  the  Royal  Blind  Asylum, 
Edinburgh,  is  making  satisfactory  progress. 

One  unusual  feature  in  the  Welfare  Service  to  the  Blind  was  the  provision  of  a 
"Baby  Alarm"  for  a young  deaf-blind  mother.  The  normal  amplification  of  sound, 
unless  through  a hearing  aid  which  could  not  be  worn  at  night,  was  useless  to  this 
woman.  A special  machine  was  constructed  which  operated  only  on  the  sound  of  the 
baby’s  cries,  and  informed  the  mother  of  such  a cry  by  means  of  vibrations.  This 
machine  has  been  an  outstanding  success,  and  in  which  the  mother  has  full  confidence. 

The  social  programme  comprised  three  social  evenings  and  a summer  outing  for 
the  blind  with  escorts  and  partially  sighted  persons.  Approximately  half  the  number 
on  the  register  attended  these  functions.  For  the  house-bound  blind  who  were  unable 
to  attend  the  functions,  a parcel  of  groceries  was  provided  to  the  equivalent  value. 

The  popularity  of  the  weekly  Social  Centre  for  handcrafts  continues  and  although 
the  numbers  attending  showed  no  increase,  the  standard  and  amount  of  articles  made 

has  been  raised. 

Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing  Persons 

There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  number  of  days  allocated  for  repairs  of 
aids  at  the  Stirling  Clinic,  and  I x^ould  suggest  that  representation  be  made  by  the 
County  Council  to  have  this  increased  to  cover  the  full  week. 

Despite  increased  publicity,  there  has  been  a poor  response  to  this  year’s  lip 

reading  class. 

Physically  Handicapped  Persons  (other  than  Blind,  Deaf  qr.  Dumb) 

Apart  from  advice  on  Statutory  Services,  and  material  assistance  in  two  cases, 
there  has  been  no  further  development  of  the  Councils  Scheme. 

Section  47  - Removals 

During  the  year  there  were  no  removals  under  this  Section  of  the  Act. 

Section  A8  - Care  and  Protection  of  Property 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  protection  of  the  moveable  effects  of  five 
persons  who  \^ere  admitted  to  hospitals. 

Section  50  - Burials 


Three  burials  were  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  of  the  Act, 
of  bodies  unclaimed  by  relatives.

Milk  Production,  Processing  and  Distribution . 

At  the  ond  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-nine  registered  milk  producers, 
one  less  than  at  the  same  time  la, st  year.  Twenty-seven  of  these  producers 
held  licences  from  the  County  Council  authorising  the  use  of  Special 
Designations  in  relation  to  their  milk.  The  remaining  two  had  applied  for 
"Tuberculin  Tjstod"  licences  but  their  applications  had  not  been  disposed  of 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  view  of  the  quinquennial  review  of  all  licences  under  the  idlk 
(Special  Designations)  (Scotland.)  Order  1951>  a special  report  on  the 
conditions  under  which  milk  was  being  produced,  handled  and  distributed  in  the 
County  was  submitted  to  the  County  Council  in  December,  1956. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  twenty -six  visits  were  paid  to  registered 
dairy  premises  of  producers,  retailers  and  pasteurisers  and  it  was  found 
generally  that  the  Dairy  byelaws  and  principles  of  clean  milk  production  were 
being  well  observed. 

kbst  of  the  matters  to  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  exception  were 
duo  rather  to  the  inherent  fallibility  of  human  nature  than  to  any  deliberate 
contravention  of  the  Milk  ond  Dairies  Acts  ond  Orders.  Any  such  matters  wore 
invariably  attended  to  without  delay. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports  a few  byres  in  the  County  have  outlived 
their  usefulness  for  housing  Dairy  Cows  and  fall  so  far  short  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  Modern  Dairy  byre  that  their  replacement  will  soon  require  serious 
consideration.  In  this  connection  however  much  improvement  has  been  carried 
out  over  the  years  and  progress  is  continuing.  During  1956  a new  byre  was 
completed  at  Devonknowes  Farm,  by  Tillicoultry,  while  since  the  end  of  the  year 
preliminary  discussions  have  taken  place  with  the  proprietors  regarding  the 
provision  of  a better  byre  at  Longriggs  Form,  Coalsnaughton. 

Dairy  premises  are  adequately  equipped,  kept  clean  and  well  maintained. 

It  might  be  appropriate  hero  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  County 
Council's  Dairy  byelaws  which  are  an  important  instrument  in  the  Council’s 
regulation  and  control  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  industry  arc  now  thirty  years  old, 
in  many  respect  outmoded  and  inappropriate  to  modern  needs  and  practices, 

dew  Byelaws  are  therefore  required  and  in  my  view  arc  long  overdue  and  it 
is  accordingly  to  be  hoped  that  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  will  give 
this  question  consideration  and  that  ore  long  up-to-date  Model  Dairy  Byelaxjs 
will  be  promulgated. 

The  usual  close  check  on  the  bacteriological  condition  of  milk  produced,  in 
the  County  during  the  year  was  kept  by  the  Deportment,  a total  of  two  hundred 
and  thirty-sc-vc-n  samples  being  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.

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It  is  encouraging  to  fine!  that  just  over  86 % of  all  samples  of  untreated 
milk  taken  from  producers  holding  Certified  or  Tuberculin  Tested  Licences  in 
1956  were  satisfactory.  This  compares  favourably  \;ith  the  corresponding 
figure  of  81.5%  for  the  previous  year  and  is  in  fact  the  best  figure  so  for 
recorded. 

Fifty -four  of  the  fifty-six  samples  (96%) token  from  the  two  licensed 
pastucriscrs  during  the  year  were  satisfactory.  This  percentage  of  samples 
satisfactory  is  encouraging  and  is  an  improvement  on  the  corresponding  figure 
of  87%  for  1955.  The  small  percentage  of  failures  is  attributable  rather  to 
the  occasional  lapse  than  to  any  fundamental  fault  either  in  the  plants  or 
their  management, 

A recurrence  of  certain  anomalous  results  c.g.  low  bacterial  counts  with 
presence  of  coliform  organisms,  similar  to  those  referred  to  in  post  years, 
was  again  noted.  Such  results  arc  contrary  to  accepted,  tenets  and  along  with 
another  disturbing  feature  of  our  sampling  experience  viz:-  the  discrepancy 
in  results  reported  at  times  from  different  laboratories  on  samples  taken 
simultaneously  from  the  same  milk  supply,  tend  to  provoke  misgivings  about 
the  actual  standards  or  techniques,  and  to  encourage  the  feeling  that  this 
is  one  aspect  of  the  Regulations  at  least  which  is  worthy  of  further  study. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  bacteriological  examination  of  the  milk 
produced  and  pasteurised  in  the  County,  routine  checks  were  made  from  time  to 
time  on  the  sterility  and  cleanliness  of  milk  bottles  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be 
able  to  record  that  o;’t  of  a total  of  twenty-three  washed  bottles  submitted 
for  examination  all  were  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

I am  however  satisfied  that  bottles  arc  not  the  most  hygienic  type  of 
containers  for  milk  and  feel  that  the  non-returnable  carton  is  much  to  be 
preferred.  The  use  of  such  containers  should  be  encouraged  by  the  Public 
Health  Official  wherever  possible  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  they  will  become 
increasingly  popular  with  the  milk  trade  and  the  consumor  generally,  although 
it  is  realised  that  cost  is  an  important  factor  tending  to  militate  against 
this , 


During  the  year  thirty-four'  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  biological 
examination  and  all  were  reported  negative  for  Tuberculosis. 

A routine  survey  of  premises  and  methods  of  producers,  pasteurisers  and 
retailers  in  the  County  was  made  by  one  of  the  Department  of  Health’s  ralk 
Inspectors  at  the  beginning  of  1956  and  general  satisfaction  with  conditions 
found,  was  expressed. 

There  has  undoubtedly  been  a steady  improvement  over  the  years  both  in 
the  condition  of  premises  and  methods  employed  in  the  Dairy  trade  in  the 
County  and  while  this  is  a matter  for  some  satisfaction,  there  is  no  room  for 
complacency  if  the  present  good  standards  arc  to  be  improved  and  maintained. 
This  can  only  be  ensured  by  the  continual  and  conscientious  attention  of  all 
in  the  Dairy  Industry  to  the  best  techniques  of  milk  production. 

Twenty-two  of  the  registered  producers  sell  milk  wholesale  only  and  five 
sell  milk  by  retail. 

There  were  thirteen  distributors  at  the  end  of  the  year  one  less  than  last 

yoar.

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By  far  the  greater  proportion  of  milk  used  in  the  County  is  sold  under  the- 
special  dosignation  "Pasteurised1’  the  remaining  very  small  proportion  being 
sold  under  the  special  designation  "Certified 11  or  "Tuberculin  Tested". 


Ice  Cream 


The  administration  of  these  Regulations  presented  no  special  difficulty 
during  the  year,  and  premises  and  methods  were  generally  good.  It  was 
however  found  necessary  on  occasion  to  draw  attention  in  one  or  two  instances 
to  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  or  to  faulty  methods  and  this  was  found 
sufficient  to  ensure  that  the  matters  complained  of  were  put  right. 

Regular  visitation  of  premises,  examination  of  methods  and  equipment  and 
sampling  of  the  product  for  Chemical  and  for  Bacteriological  examination 
ensured  proper  control  of  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream  in 
the  County.  The  trade  generally  was  found  most  helpful  in  these  matters. 

At  the  end  of  1956  the  position  with  regard  to  registration  of  premises

There  were  also  taken  during  the  year  ten  samples 
of  ice  cream  for  bacteriological  examination,  eight  of  which  were  reported  as 
complying  with  the  suggested  bacteriological  standards  laid  down  in  the 

Regulations . 


Food  and.  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  19j>6 . 

The  following  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  uiT?or  the  above  Act  and 
the  Act  of  1928  repealed  thereby  viz;-  one  of  whisky,  twenty-five  of  sweet  milk, 
thirty-six  of  other  foodstuffs  and  nine  of  drugs,  a total  of  seventy-one.  All 
were  reported  genuine. 

Public  Health  (Preservatives  c-tc.,.  in  Food)  Regulations  (Scotland)  1925 . 

There  were  token  under  these  Regulations  in  1956,  three  som  les  of  mince 
and  five  samples  of  sausages.  All  were  reported  genuine  except  one  sample  of 
mince  on  account  of  the  presence  of  preservative.  In  this  ease  the  vendor 
received  an  official  warning.

They  are  regularly 
visited  by  the  Council’s  Meat  Inspector,  Mr,  Geo.  G.  Inglis,  Veterinary 
Surgeon,  whose  help  and  advice  is  always  readily  available. 


Unsound  Food . 


The  amount  of  foodstuffs  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  or 
otherwise  unsaleable  in  1956  was  110  cwts . 3 qrs.  7 lbs,  compared  with 
IS  cwts.  1 qr.  4 lbs.  the  previous  year.  The  considerable  increase  in 
weight  compared  \xith  1955  is  due  to  the  fact  that  one  or  two  bulk 
consignments  of  fruit  for  a earners  factory  were  found  to  be  unfit. 

Most  of  the  foodstuffs  condemned  apart  from  the  bulk  fruit  consignments 
above  mentioned  were  as  in  previous  years  tinned  goods.  Reasons  for 
condemnation  of  tinned  goods  were  mostly  bacterial  spoilage  and  damage  to

Food  Hygiene . 


The  passing  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Scotland)  Act  1956  during  the  year  was 
a milestone  in  the  legislative  journey  towards  cleaner  food  from  manufacturer 
to  consumer  and  it  should  prove  of  great  assistance  to  all  concerned  in  raising 
the  general  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  Country. 
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The  issue  of  appropriate  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  under  the  Act  is 
awaited  with  interest.  A draft  of  these  regulations  has  been  considered  and 
various  suggestions  made  thereon  by  many  parties,  including  those  to  be 
concerned  in  their  administration  and  those  in  the  food  trade  itself.  i/hen 
available  the  regulations  should  prove  one  of  the  main  tools  in  the  armoury 
of  local  authorities  charged  with  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  community. 

It  is  gratifying  to  bo  able  to  record  a continuing  increase  in  the  use 
by  traders  of  refrigerated  cabinets  and  other  types  of  covering  for  foodstuffs 
displayed  for  sale.  This  suggests  an  awareness  of  the  problem  among  the 
food  trade  which  augurs  well  for  the  future  operation  of  this  part  of  the  food 
hygiene  regulations  at  least. 

As  usual  routine  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  and  on  these  occasions 
the  chance  was  taken  to  impress  on  all  concerned  the  need  for  constant  and 
scrupulous  efforts  to  safeguard  the  health  of  worker  and  customer  alike. 

Among  faults  noted  were  smoking  while  handling  food  and  the  wearing  of 
outer  garments  which  were  not  clean.  These  and  any  others  were  pointed  out 
to  the  employee  and  managements  concerned.  At  the  same  time  opportunity  was 
taken  to  stress  the  need  for  strict  attention  being  paid  to  personal  cleanliness. 

It  is  evident  that  there  is  leeway  to  make  up  in  the  provision  of  better 
sanitary  and  washing  facilities  in  some  food  shops  and  this  will  be  among  the 
early  jobs  to  be  tackled  whe-n  the  necessary  regulations  are  available. 

During  the  year  the  staff  of  tho  Department  gave  a number  of  talks  to 
interested  bodies  on  the  .subject  of  ‘‘Clean  Food11  and  allied  matters.  These 
were  accompanied  by  film  strips  and  various  visual  aids.  It  was  felt  generally 

that  such  talks  and  demonstrations  stimulated  the  interest  of  the  audiences  on 
the  subject  and  wore  certainly  worth  while . The  bulk  of  this  work  fell  on  Mr, 
Robertson,  Chief  Assistant  in  the  Department  who  willingly  gave  up  a good  deal 
of  his  leisure  time  to  it.  There  can  I think  be  little  doubt  that  there  is 
much  need  for  education  and  information  on  this  important  subject  and  anything 
that  can  reasonably  be  done  towards  this  is  to  be  encouraged. 

During  the  year  the  County  was  visited  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Officer  of  the 
Deportment  of  Health  for  Scotland  who  surveyed  a number  of  premises  in  the  food 
trade  including  a number  of  works  canteens.  During  the  survey  the  attention 
to  those  concerned  was  drawn  to  any  faults  in  technique  but  general  conditions 
were  not  regarded  as  unsatisfactory. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949. 

dork  under  this  Act  was  carried  out  regularly  during  the  year  and  there  is 
little  of  note  to  record.  The  area  generally  cannot  be  said  to  be  heavily 
infested  but  nevertheless  infestations  there  arc;  these  however  are  usually  of 
a limited  nature. 

Constant  vigilance  is  accordingly  necessary  if  this  state  of  affairs  is  to 
be  maintained  and  even  improved..  Regular  surveys  of  the  area  therefore 
continue  to  be  made  and  attention  given  to  specific  premises  known  to  be 
particularly  liable  to  infestation.  At  the  same  time  a number  of  industrial 
premises  arc  treated  periodically  throughout  the  year  in  terms  of  long  standing 
arrangements. 


In  these  ways  the  condition  of  the  whole  area  os  regards  infestation  by 
rats  etc.,  is  kept  constantly  under  review  and  where  action  is  found  necessary 
this  can  be  speedily  undertaken. 
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For  some  time  past  Warfarin  has  been  the  poison  generally  used  and  it  has 
been  found  most  effective . 

Occasionally  during  the  year  action  had  to  be  taken  for  the  destruction 
of  bats,  wasps  and  moles  about  houses  following  complaints  from  householders, 

Belov;  is  given  a statistical  abstract  of  the  work  done  under  the  Act  in 
1956.  This  is  taken  from  the  return  submitted  each  year  to  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  for  Scotland,

Infectious  Diseases. 


In  1956  forty  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  Infectious  Disease 
and  twenty  houses  were  disinfected. 

Disinfection  and  in  some  cases  destruction  of  bedding  was  carried  out 
where  necessary, 

A. considerable  number  of  visits  were  paid  and  specimens  collected  for 
bacteriological  examination  in  connection  with  suspected  cases  of  dysentery 
during  the  year.

Sixty-three  nuisances  involving  one  hundred  and  thirtj^-five  visits  by 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  were  dealt  with  in  195b.

Cleansing  and  Scavenging . 

The  year  195<a  saw  the  introduction  of  a five  day  week  in  this  Department. 
This  necessitated  some  rearrangement  of  working  schedules  involving  reductions 
in  the  frequency  of  collections  in  one  or  two  districts, 

notwithstanding  these  adjustments  and  in  spite  of  the  additional  houses  to 
be  served,  streets  to  be  scavenged  and  the  old  age  of  some  of  the  vehicles 
the  service  was  operated  remarkably  \/ell  and  without  serious  complaints.  That 
this  was  so  was  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the  co-operative  efforts  of  the 
staff.  It  must  be  recognised  however  notwithstanding  the  utmost  efforts  of 
the  staff  that  the  work  of  the  Department  is  being  carried  out  with  increasing 

difficulty  because  of  the  rather  narrow  margin,  particularly  in  regard  to 

vehicles,  on  which  it  has  for  some  time  been  working. 

Four  vehicles  with  a staff  of  four  drivers  and.  t\;elve  binmen  are  engaged 

in  the  collection  of  household  refuse.  Two  of  the  vehicles  are  not  in  the  best 
of  condition  however  being  eleven  and  seven  years  old  each  and  as  there  is  no 
spare  vehicle  it  is  not  always  easy  to  arrange  for  vehicles  being  out  of 
service  for  any  length  of  time  for  major  repairs.

The  two  refuse  tips  used  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  from  the  Landxrard  Area 
gave  no  cause  for  serious  complaint.  They  continued  to  receive  regular 
attention  from  the  County  Rat  Catcher  and  are  not  regarded  as  being  seriously 
rat  infested. 

Suitable  tipping  accommodation  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  find 
in  the  County  and  as  some  of  the  tips  presently  being  used  are  approaching  the 
end  of  their  useful  life  the  question  of  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  County  will, 
it  seems  to  me,  require  careful  consideration  by  the  various  Local  Authorities 
within  the  next  few  years.  Any  such  consideration  must  I think  involve 
methods  of  disposal  other  than  by  application  to  land  as  hitherto,  and  any 
administrative  changes  considered  necessary  or  desirable  which  might  arise 
therefrom. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  I submitted  to  the  Landward  Committee  a report 
on  the  operations  of  the  Cleansing  Service  in  the  Landward  Area,  with 
particular  reference  to  the  need  for  additional  vehicles,  staff,  the  provision 
of  proper  depot  facilities,  alternative  methods  of  collection  and  allied 
matters  such  as  the  question  of  future  disposal  methods,  referred  to  above,  but 
no  action  had  been  taken  on  it  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report. 

Before  leaving  this  section  of  the  report  I would  like  to  draw  attention  to 
three  matters  in  the  field  of  Cleansing  which  it  seems  to  me  require  consideration. 
These  are  the  development  of  a non-returnable  type  of  refuse  container,  on  the 
analogy  of  the  non-returnable  milk  contai  ier,  and  the  development  of  a vehicle 
which  will  ensure  completely  dustless  loading  in  practice  as  well  as  in  theory. 

It  is  realised  that  certain  efforts  have  already  been  made  towards  these  goals, 
particularly  the  latter,  but  I feel  that  there  is  still  a wide  field  here  for 
experiment  and  further  development. 


One/ 
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One  other  matter  which  requires  much  more  consideration  than  it  some- 
times  gets  is  the  provision  of  convenient  access  roads  for  refuse  collection 
vehicles  where  blocks  of  flats  and  the  like  are  provided  in  new  housing 
developments.  Lack  of  thought  here  in  the  road  design  and  layout  of  what  may 
be  an  otherwise  excellent  scheme  can  add  materially  to  the  cost  of  cleansing 
collection  over  the  years. 

Co-operation  between  Architect  and  Cleansing  Official  in  this  matter  at 
an  early  stage  is  essential  if  satisfactory  results  are  to  be  obtained. 

Indeed  the  provision  of  blocks  of  flats  raises  questions  as  to  the  most 
suitable  means  for  the  immediate  disposal  and  storage  of  domestic  refuse  at 
the  site  until  removal  by  the  Cleansing  Department.  Here  again  early 
consultation  with  the  appropriate  Cleansing  Officials  could  prove  mutually 
advantageous . 

Malicious  damage  to  certain  Public  Conveniences  continued  unabated  during 
the  year  and  caused  the  Local  Authority  much  unnecessary  expense.  The  culprits 
are  seldom  if  ever  found  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  effective  action 
can  be  taken  to  prevent  this  regular  abuse.  Certainly  it  is  a sad  reflection 
on  a community  that  this  type  of  mentality  should  persist  in  these  days  of 
increased  educational  opportunities  for  all. 


Water  Supply. 

The  recurring  alarms  regarding  shortage  of  water  continued  to  be  a 
dominant  feature  of  the  scene  in  1956  in  the  Landward  Area  of  the  County  and 
this  must  inevitably  be  the  position  until  the  much  talked  of  Loch  Turret 
Scheme  for  this  County*  Perth  County  and  Grangemouth  Burgh*  comes  into  being. 
The  draft  water  order  in  connection  with  this  proposed  Scheme  was  adjusted 
during  the  year  preparatory  to  being  lodged  with  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
confirmation*  and  certain  contracts  for  the  supply  of  pipes  have  been  placed 
which  it  is  hoped  will  enable  a quick  start  to  be  mode  with  the  constructional 
work  after  approval  of  the  Draft  Order. 

During  the  year  forty-four  samples  were  taken  from  various  wator  supplies 
in  the  County  for  bacteriological  and/or  chemical  examination.  In  all  cases 
chemical  analyses  were  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  findings  were  as  follows;-  Highly  satisfactory  10* 
Suspicious  6,  and  unsatisfactory  7. 


Public  Baths. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  Public  Baths  in  the  County  for 
bacteriological  and/or  chemical  examination.  Both  samples  wore  reported 

satisfactory. 


Drainage. 

Two  further  instalments  towards  the  County  Council’s  comprehensive 
drainage  scheme  were  undertaken  in  1956. 

In  iiay  work  started  on  a main  sewer  from  Tullibody  to  Cambus  by  means  of 
which  the  sewage  that  has  hitherto  entered  the  non-tidal  part  of  the  River 
Devon  from  Tullibody  will  be  discharged,  temporarily  into  the  tidal  reach  of 
the  same  river.  Eventually  the  sewage  will  be  taken  to  the  site  of  the 
purification  works  to  be  established  in  Alloa  by  the  County  Council  and  the 
Town  Council  jointly.  The  outlet  at  Cambus  will  then  function  as  a storm 

wator  overflow  drain.  At  the  same  time  the  sewage  from  Cambus  will  be  Dumped 

part/ 
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part  of  the  way  towards  Alloa  through  a 4-inch  diameter  pumping  main  which  is 
being  laid  under  the  same  contract.  When  the  Tullibody -C ambus  sewer  is  put 
into  commission,  two  'works1  which  are  contributing  little  or  nothing  to  the 
purification  of  the  sewage  will  be  superseded* 

The  principal  work  comprised  the  laying  of  770  yards  of  21-inch  and 
900  yards  of  24-inch  diameter  reinforced  concrete  pipes  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  much  of  it  had  been  completed. 

In  October  a further  stage  in  the  'ring'  sewer  round  Clackmannan  to 
supersede  defective  or  deficient  sewers  in  the  town  and  to  enable  development 
to  take  place  in  sites  from  which  there  are  no  drainage  outlets  was  begun. 

This  work  consists  in  the  laying  of  300  yards  of  18-inch,  180  yards  of  15-inch, 
and  140  yards  of  12-inch  diameter  pipes. 

During  the  year  steps  were  in  hand  for  the  acquisition  of  a site  for 
Sewage  Purification  Works  at  Forthbank,  Alloa,  and  discussions  with 
Tillicoultry  Town  Council  continued  regarding  a joint  drainage  scheme  for  that 
Burgh  and  the  Devonside  and  Goalsnaughton  areas  of  the  County. 

As  a result  of  these  latter  discussions  the  question  of  the  safety  of  the 
proposed  site  of  Sewage  Purification  Works  from  damage  by  the  operations  of 
the  National  Coal  Board  was  adjusted  and  the  way  left  open  for  the 
Consulting  Engineers  to  report  on  the  technical  aspects  of  the  Scheme  with 
estimated  costs.  This  report  was  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Improvements  to  the  County  Council's  Sewage  Purification  Plant  at 
Fishcross  had  to  be  postponed  during  the  year  on  account  of  the  credit  squeeze 
as  the  necessary  sanction  for  the  proposals  from  the  Central  Government 
Department  concerned  was  not  forthcoming. 

Drainage  in  the  Burghs  in  the  County  is  in  charge  of  the  various  Burgh 
Surveyors  and  no  serious  complaints  in  connection  therewith  reached  this 
Department  during  the  year.  The  condition  of  Sewage  Purification  Works  in 
the  Burgh  of  Tillicoultry  is  far  from  satisfactory  but  the  joint  proposals 
which  are  presently  under  consideration  by  the  Town  Council  and  County 
Council  referred  to  earlier  in  this  report  should  remedy  this. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-six  smoke  tests  or  other  inspections  of  new  and 
reconstructed  drains  wore  carried  out  in  1956  and  the  usual  maintenance  work 
on  sewers  and  sewage  purification  plants  was  carried  out. 


Housing.

Of  the  above  houses  those  in  the  Landward  Area  were  examined  on  completion 
by  this  Department  and  the  appropriate  Certificate  B issued. 

A large  number  of  routine  visits  wore  paid  to  houses  during  the  year 
for  assessing  the  number  of  ''unfitness”  points  due  to  applicants  under  the 
various  "points”  schemes  for  house  letting  operated  by  Housing  Authorities 
in  the  County. 
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Reports  on  the  condition  of  forty-two  houses  were  submitted  to  Local 
Authorities  during  the  year  under  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act  1950,  for  their 
closure  or  demolition  and  appropriate  action  was  taken  in  most  cases. 

Factories  Act  1937 . 

nothing  of  an  outstanding  nature  was  met  with  in  the  administration  of 
this  Act, 

Factories  were  visited  on  a number  of  occasions  and  any  matters  found 
requiring  attention  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  occupiers  and  were  usually 
quickly  put  right. 

In  addition  to  routine  visits  special  visits  were  paid  to  certain  factories 
along  with  a representative  of  the  Fire  Brigade  Authority  in  connection  with  the 
duties  of  the  Local  Authority  regarding  fire  escapes  and  the  appropriate 
certificate  was  issued  or  adjustments  of  existing  certificates  made  where 
necessary. 

Clean  Air  Act . 

This  Act  should  be  of  assistance  in  the  fight  for  a purer  atmosphere  if 
all  concerned  evince  a genuine  desire  to  implement  its  provisions. 

Local  Authorities  themselves  can  make  a beginning  by  forming  smoke  control 
areas  or  so  called  "smokeless  zones"  in  new  housing  developments.  Experience 
gained,  even  in  a small  way,  in  the  sotting  up  of  such  areas  should  prove  of 
considerable  value  later  when  operations  come  to  be  extended. 

The  question  of  local  publicity  also  should  not  be  overlooked  and  every 
opportunity  should  bo  taken  to  encourage  the-  use  of  suitable  fuels.  With 
goodwill  on  the  part  of  administrators,  public  and  industrialists,  it  should  not 
prove  necessary  except  in  rare  instances  to  invoke  the  penal  clauses  of  the 

Act.

( c ) The  Sarly  Ascertainment  of  Deafness;- 

In  order  to  find  cases  of  deafness  among  school  children,  testing  by 
Pure  Tone  Audiometry  was  introduced  in  April,  1955.  The  person  selected  to 
carry  out  the  audiometry  was  trained  for  a period  in  the  Audiometric  Clinic 
attached  to  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary  and  worked  in  the  schools  on  a part-time 
basis.  The  first  person  appointed  unfortunately  resigned  in  November,  1955? 
in  order  to  take  up  a full-time  appointment  in  the  Audiometric  Clinic  in 
Stirling. 

Subsequently,  a second  person  was  appointed  and  trained  and  commenced  in 
the  schools  in  April,  1956.  The  following  figures  are  related  to  the  testing 
carried  out  from  the  inception  of  the  scheme  until  May,  1957.  At  the  beginning 
all  children  between  the  ages  of  S - 12  years  were  tested.  This  group  having 
been  completed,  testing  has  now  been  extended  to  children  of  6 and  7 years  of 
age.  The  total  number  tested  in  the  8 - 12  years  age  group  was  4?206.

DENTAL  REPORT. 


lo  (a) 

Routine  inspection  of  eight  schools  in  the  County  revealed  that 
73.16  per  cent  of  the  children  iirere  in  need  of  dental  attention  while 
64.5  per  cent  accepted  treatment.  This  compares  favourably  with  the 
previous  year  being  a decrease  of  (64)  in  the  number  requiring  treatment 
and  an  increase  of  over  (3/o)  in  the  number  accepting  treatment.  While 
there  is  ample  room  for  improvement  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  with 
the  increase  in  dental  fitness  there  is  also  a greater  demand  for  treatment. 


Routine  inspections  during  the  year  have  shown  continued  decrease 
in  the  amount  of  treatment  required  for  individual  children  with  the 
result  that  inspection  and  treatment  can  be  offered  more  frequently. 


Thirty-tx^o  partial  dentures  were  inserted,  an  increase  of  6 over  the 
previous  year.  Twenty-six  of  these  were  emergency  cases  or  habitual 
refusals  indicating  that  more  children  are  being  persuaded  to  attend. 


Orthodontics;- 

The  regulation  of  mal-positioned  teeth  continues  to  be  a problem. 
As  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  all  cases  are  treated  by  means  of 
removeable  appliances  and  it  is  understandable  that  many  children  will 
not  persevere  with  the  appliance  especially  when  this  involves  a lengthy 
period  of  treatment.  In  the  near  future  - a year  or  so  - it  would  be 
advisable  to  acquire  a welding  machine  for  the  construction  of  fixed 
appliances  which  cannot  be  removed  by  the  patient  and  therefore  give 
more  certain  results. 


l.(b) 

Staff  and  Clinics 

An  assistant  dental  officer  was  appointed  in  October,  1955  and 
commenced  duty  in  the  Hillfoots  area. 


Owing  to  the  poor  condition  of  the  premises  in  Alva  Academy  the 
dental  clinic  there  was  discontinued.  New  and  modern  equipment  was 
obtained  for  the  clinic  in  Tillicoultry  School  and  children  from  Menstrie 
and  Alva  now  attend  at  Tillicoultry  for  routine  treatment. 


The  co-operation  of  Headmasters  and  teachers  has  been  much  appreciated 
during  the  year.

IX.  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  PERSONAL  HYGIENE . 


As  in  previous  years,  children  were  in  residence  at  Dounan's  Camp, 
Aberfoyle,  for  the  month  of  March.  These  children  attended  Alva  Academy 
(Primary)  and  Clackmannan  School.  In  addition,  children  from  Sauchie  School, 
Fishcross  School,  Coalsnaughton  School  and  Forestrnill  School,  attended 
Broomlea  Camp,  West  Linton,  in  May. 


PROVISION  OF  MID-DAY  MEALS . 


The  provision  of  two  course  dinners  from  the  Central  Kitchen  at 
Tillicoultry  and  the  Kitchen  at  St.  Serf's  School,  Tullibody  continued 
throughout  the  year,  at  a charge  of  8d.  per  day.  In  addition  the  Kitchen 
at  Forebraes  Junior  Secondary  School,  Alloa  came  into  operation  on 
1st.  September,  1955c 

The  number  of  pupils  taking  meals  fluctuated  between  1,561  and  1,775.
